The pump device is provided on the consumer side and 
supports a fiiel supply from the fuel tank device to the fuel cell device. The fuel cell 
device is provided on the ccnsumcx and the fuel tank device is a module that can be 
inserted into tiie consumer to supply power and removed from the consumer. The fuel is 
supplied essentially by the pu np device.
